LONDON, Nov. 23.—(#)—Floods 
and severe gales caused serious dam- 
age in five European countries over 
the week-end. 


Three great rivers, the Scheldt, the | 


Rhine and the Seine, overflowed their 
banks in the wake of heavy rains, 
while destructive gales lashed other 
parts of Belgium, France, Germany, 
Switzerland and many districts 
England. 

Material damage was heavy and 
five deaths in France were attributed 
to the gale. 

Belgium has been the principal suf- 
ferer, with the Scheldt breaking 
through its dikes at several points and 
‘ overflowing the countryside. In the 
‘Termonde district thousands of acres 


were submerged. ‘Troops have been 


rushed to the affected area to repair | 


breaches in the dikes. 

In southern Germany, with the 
Rhine many feet above normal level, 
inhabitants in many places along the 
riverside evacuated their homes. 

Three electric power stations near 
Frankfort-on-the-Main have been 
put out of commission, while the burst- 
ing of a~dam has flooded the village 
of Ludweiler. Two aerial masts at 
a Munich broadcasting station  col- 
lapsed from the high wind.

NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—(P\—A 
group of prominent Americans urged 
President Hoover, in a letter sent him 
today, to submit to the senate for 
ratification the protocols for Amer- 
ican adherence to the World Court. 
The support of the signers was pledg- 
ed to the move, 

“We, the undersigned American 
citizens,” the letter said, “‘believe it is 
important for the honor and _ well- 
being of our country that the United 
States should promptly adhere to the 
Permanent Court of International 
Justice at The Hague, commonly 
known as the World Court. We be- 
lieve that the rights and safety of the 
United States are amply protected in 
the protocols of adherence which have 
been signed by your direction and 
which conform to the policies of your 
predecessors, Presidents McKinley, | 
Roosevelt, Taft, Wilson, Harding and 
Coolidge, in furthering a world court 
for the settlement of legal disputes be- 
tween nations. 

“We pledge you our support if you 
will submit the protocols to the senate 
asking for prompt ratification. We 
believe that such action taken by the 
United States during the coming win- 


ing up good will and confidence among 
all nations. 

“We are signing this letter as in- 
dividuals, in no way committing any 
organization with which we may be 
connected; but we want you to know 
our personal views of the matter.”

CHICAGO, Nov. 23.—()—A gang 
of young robbers, panicked when 
lights were whisked off during a road- 
house holdup early today poured a 
shotgun volley into a crowd of fright- 
ened victims huddled in a corner, kill- 
ing two women, seriously wounding 
another and wounding three men.

Down Nueces Valley. 


CORPUS CHRISTI, Texas, Nov. 
23.—(UP)—A break in Mathis dam 
sent a torrent of 500,000 gallons of 
water an hour sweeping down the 
Nueces river valley tonight. 

The flood waters engulfed two small 
settlements, but it was believed all 
persons in the path escaped. Live 
stock and poultry suffered heavily, 
however, Property damage also will 
be high. Seepage was thought to have 
caused the break. 

The dam is located on Lake Loven- 
skiole. Fed by the Nueces river, .t 
is the source of Corpus Christis water 
supply. 

The dirt embankment crashed first. 
Concrete abutments were threatened 
by the torrential flow from the lake, 
which has a capacity of 7,000 acre 
feet. 

The break threatened to leave 50,- 
000 persons here without drinking 
water until repairs can be made. 

The dam is 40 miles from here. 

The Corpus Christi pumping sta- 
tion lay directly in the path of the 
onrushing water, which was expected 
to reach the pumping station about 
midnight. 

The break 
bankment at noon, 
the dam gave way quickly. 

A new 50-foot spillway crashed at 
a:39 bp. m. 

Fourteen deputy sheriffs on horses, 
in commandeered automobiles and 
afoot sped through the threatened yal- 
ley, warning farm residents of 
approaching flood. 

A 28-mile section of the valley, 
lving between Lake Mathis and Cor- 
nus Christi bay, was swept by the 
flood. Corpus Christi itself was not 
in danger.

Furthermore, in this recent 
hotly contested’ election for mayor, 
the other closely contesting candidate 
was Wylie Moore, who in his well- 
presented publie speeches advocated 
practically the same recommendations 
for improved city government—redue- 
tion of members of council, centralized 


authority, efficiency of business man- 


agement—economies possible through 
a better system of accounting. 

There was practically no difference

| these two candidates, who submitted

VALDOSTA, Ga., Nov. 23.—(#)— 
Continuation of the trial of Austin 
Westberry through the Thanksgiving 
holiday was in prospect today as prose- 
cation and defense counsel prepared to 
present additional testimony supple- 
menting sharply conflicting accounts 
of the whereabouts of Westberry on 
the day last August when W. H.

* During the course of the case de- 
fense attorneys made a fruitless move 
for a mistrial on the grounds that the 
state had failed to fulfill its announced 
intention of presenting a confession 
from Homer Padgett, who awaits trial. 
The presiding judge directed the jury, 
however, to disregard the prosecution's 
explanation that Padgetts statement 
would be given in rebuttal testimony 
by an unnamed witness who then was 
ill and unable to attend court.

Out of a footb<]l campaign that has 
been a succession of anti-climaxes has 
come one big moment.

NEW YORK, Noy. 23.—(?)—

mestic wheat market in the face of 
acute unsettlement in foreign grain 
marts, were encouraging developments 
of the past week in business. 
_ There were so many cross currents 
in the course of affairs, however, that 
a definite trend was lacking. The 
weekly mercantile reviews failed to in- 
dicate any appreciable change in 
wholesale or retail trade. The latest 
weekly reports of electric power pro- 


ed further recessions. 

Some cheer was derived from the 
fact that automobile production pick- 
ed up a little more although most of 
the gain was recorded in the plants of 
one manufacturer. Nevertheless, it 
was apparent that production of new 
models was beginning earlier than 
usual, with a mildly stimulating ef- 
fect upon steel and related  indus- 
tries, 

Furthermore, the’ steel industry 
found the railroads indicating a lit- 
tle more interest in. rail and equip- 
ment purchases, which may tend to 
stabilize operations over the normally 
slack period of the latter weeks of the 
year, 

“Tron Age” estimated steel mill op- 
erations at 43 per cent of capacity, 
or virtually unchanged from the 44 
per cent rate a week previously. A 
fortnight ago, the rate was estimated 
at 48 per cent. It was notable, also, 
that this publication’s composite price 
of finished steel was unchanged, al-
